On April 24th the Mountain 
View County (MVC) shop was 
broken into for the second time 
in two weeks. The following 
night Kuelker’s Supplies was 
also broken into. 

According to the Didsbury 
RCMP those responsible made 
off with power tools, equipment , 
and personal belongings of staff 
members. 

“Approximately $4000 worth 
of stuff was taken from 
Kuelker’s Supplies,” said 
Const. Diebel. “And we do not 
know the value of the stuff 
taken from the County yet, but 
it was very expensive stuff.” 

The County break-in was not 
discovered until Monday morn¬ 
ing when employees arrived for 
work. Police are still investi¬ 
gating how the culprits gained 
entry to the alarmed building. 

“These break-ins are prob¬ 
ably connected,” said Const. 
Diebel. “But we are still inves¬ 
tigating.” 

The Police do have several 
leads and they expect an arrest 
will take place this week. 

“They better catch these 
guys soon or my tool budget is 
going to be out the window,” 
said Rich Sudeyko, County 
public works superintendent. 
“Pm not very happy about it.”

County to create policy, alter charge card fraud

After Mountain View 
County was victim to two 
cases of fraud, a policy will 
be created, to state how and 
where company “charge 
cards” should be stored. 

Over the past two months 
credit cards from two 


Mountain View County ve¬ 
hicles were stolen and large 
amounts of cigarettes and 
other products totalling 
close to $5,000 were charged 
onto the cards, at taxpayers 
expense. The cards were sto¬ 
len out of two of the coun¬ 
ty’s vehicles. One of the 
cards taken was taken right 


from the seat of the vehicle, 
which was in plain view of 
anyone peering into the ve¬ 
hicle, according to the Coun¬ 
ty’s Assistant Commissioner 
Tony Martins. 

The one charge card 
which was stolen from one 
of the County’s vehicles was 
believed to have been stolen 


on a Saturday and was not 
cut off until Monday, so 
thieves had use of the card 
for nearly two full days, 
Martins explained to coun¬ 
cil. 

“I feel quite uncomfort¬ 
able that these items would 
be left in a vehicle over the 
weekend, anyhow,” said the 


County’s Reeve Ian Harvie. 

Harvie requested admin¬ 
istration, with councils sup¬ 
port, to draft a policy so that 
these cards are kept in a safe 
location when staff are not 
using the cards.

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Man jailed for cheque

A 22-year-old man who 
tried to cash two pay 
cheques made out to an¬ 
other person and stolen dur¬ 
ing an earlier residential 
break-in has been jailed. 

Kari Mitchell Roang 
pleaded guilty on April 28 to 
charges of possession of sto¬ 
len property, uttering a 
forged document, disquali¬ 
fied driving, failing to attend 
court, and theft.

He also admitted trying 
to steal a bottle of liquor 
from a Didsbury shop on 
Apr. 26. 

The judge ordered Roang 
jailed for 14 days and fined 
him a total of $600. 

“If you get into trouble 
again, it might not go so 
easy,” said Judge J. 
Kirkpatrick. 

Drunk driver fined 

A 38-year-old Calgary 
man who was stopped by 
police because he was driv¬ 
ing 80 km per hour on the 
110 km per hour Hwy 2 last 
month has been convicted of 
drunk driving. 

Stephen Myles Cribb 
pleaded guilty to a charge of 
driving with a blood alcohol 
level greater than 80 mg per 
cent. 

The accused was stopped 
near the Carstairs overpass 
early on the morning of 
March 30, court heard. 

His blood alcohol level 
was determined to be 150 mg 
per cent.

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Councils look to 
the future 

by Carla Victor have a concept of where they are 


Looking to the future, with¬ 
out bringing any baggage, is 
the consensus of Mountain 
View County and its five urban 
municipalities. 

Councils within the Moun¬ 
tain View region will appoint 
two rural, two urban repre¬ 
sentatives and Chief Adminis¬ 
trative Officers (CAOs) to a 
Looking to the Future commit¬ 
tee, charged with building 
framework for economic pros¬ 
perity for all. 

Mountain View County 
Council was the first to ap¬ 
prove a document that outlines 
the establishment of the inter¬ 
municipal cooperation steering 
committee to be facilitated and 
mediated by Municipal Affairs 
representatives Bob Clark and 
Tom Forgrave. 

The same document, passed 
by County Council, will come 
before all urban councils, some¬ 
time during May. 

According to the document, 
all councils will agree to de¬ 
velop and propose: cooperative 
framework to achieve and 
maintain future cooperation; 
strategies for the preparation 
of inter-municipal development 
plans; description of economic 
sustainability; and develop 
strategies for joint economic 
development initiatives for the 
region. 

Didsbury Mayor Dorothy 
Moore will represent east ur¬ 
ban interests on the committee. 
She believes this is the process 
needed to bring an enlightened 
relationship to councils in the 
region. 

“It is definitely something 
we all need; I don’t think the 
things we have done in the past 
will work in the future,” she 
said, adding the establishment 
of this committee is a very for¬ 
ward looking idea for councils 
to commit to. 

“It remains to be seen how 
it will work. We know how the 
past has unfolded, what we 
thought would happen in 50 
years happened in five. I’m very 
hopeful,” said Moore. 

She said the process will be 
a difficult one but, if all goes 
according to the mandate of 
this committee, a unique rela¬ 
tionship will result. 

“I really think what we want 
to focus on is the possibilities 
and options we have never had 
before, to create something 
uniquely Mountain View.” 

Mountain View Council ap¬ 
pointed Councillors Charlie 
Van Arnam and Ron 
Richardson to the committee 
because both expresses an in¬ 
terest in the process. 

Van Arnam foresees a better 
understanding of each other’s 
(rural and urban) challenges 
and opportunities as well as 
inter-municipal development 
agreements. 

“I’m hoping that, in time, 
(we) can develop long-range in¬ 
ter-municipal development 
plans to look at land immedi¬ 
ately surrounding towns, so we 


going and how our plans fit into 
their long-term plans. I’m hop¬ 
ing we will come up with some 
agreements that will benefit 
everyone involved,” said Van 
Arnam. 

Sundre Councillor Jim 
Waddell is the appointee to rep¬ 
resent west urban municipali¬ 
ties. He said this step councils 
are taking is positive and long 
overdue. 

“We need to be in the run¬ 
ning for future investment and 
growth. We need to be a vibrant 
pull-together community, a re¬ 
ally good place for people to 
come, invest and live,” he said. 

Richardson believes the key 
to this committee’s success will 
be to keep everyone’s sights fo¬ 
cused on the future. 

“I think the big thing isn’t 
about immediate results. From 
my point of view, there isn’t any 
one specific problem. We need 
to begin talking and get a 
greater understanding of what 
we are responsible for,” said 
Richardson. 

With the assistance of 
facilitators, in particular Bob 
Clark, this process has every 
chance of successes benefiting 
everyone in the region, said 
Richardson. 

“People in this area have a 
lot of respect for Bob Clark. He 
has experience with these mat¬ 
ters and the wisdom to not get 
bogged down with specific is¬ 
sues.” 

It is agreed the committee 
will prepare regional informa¬ 
tion packages to assist in plan¬ 
ing for regional needs in the 
future. They will prioritize 
tasks and report on each as 
completed. It is expected that all 
of the work will be complete by 
December. 

Twenty per cent of the costs 
related to this committee (in 
excess of any grants) will be 
paid by each municipality, ex¬ 
cluding Cremona, who will con¬ 
tribute as they are able. 

Clark said he is “moderately 
optimistic” for the success of 
this committee. 

He said, although there is a 
great deal of “good will” shown 
at the table by elected officials 
and CAOs, some of their chal¬ 
lenges to move forward has 
been a lack of available time to 
dedicate to this issue. Hiring 
consultants to do the leg work 
should be the answer. 

Explaining his “moderately 
optimistic” comment, Clark 
said “it is always good to un¬ 
der promise and over produce. 
That’s why I’m modestly opti¬ 
mistic, knowing we can do bet¬ 
ter than that.” 

Setting aside a long history 
of well publicized differences 
won’t be easy for any members 
of the committee, but one thing 
for certain, they agree this is 
the right path. 

Van Arnam summed it up 
best: “We live in one of the most 
popular, booming, growth sec¬ 
tors in North America, surely 
we can somehow take advan¬ 
tage of that.”

If approved, 
Midway could see 
new “Green ” 
school built by 
Sept. ’05

The Midway Community 
School Advisory Committee, 
made up primarily of parents 
who are concerned about the 
future of the small 37-student 
school east of Carstairs, pre¬ 
sented the community with 
what they believe is the solu¬ 
tion to keeping their school 
open. 

The advisory committee in¬ 
vited community members, par¬ 
ents, politicians, and media out 
to listen to experts talk about 
a proposal for a green school 
and other ideas for an alterna¬ 
tive program for the small 
school. 

Midway parents, who refer 
to the school as the ‘Heart of 
the Community,’ got on the 
bandwagon to come up with 
solutions to keep their school 
open after Chinook’s Edge 
School Division (CESD) put 
Midway School on the list for 
possible school closures. 

At a special school board 
meeting held last month the 
CESD board extended Midway 
School’s “possible” closure by 
an extra three years, at which 
time they must have 55 full 
time students attending the 
school in order to remain open. 

This move by the board was 
a positive move, says Deb 
Ohlhausen one of the parents 
spearheading Midway’s fight 
to remain open. Ohlhausen, 
does however, say that it still 
isn’t good enough. She says 
that Midway School needs to 
know that they are never go¬ 
ing to be closed, and this is why 
they have come up with their 
own alternative program to 
increase the viability of the 
school. 

The reason why she says 
parents are fighting so strongly 
to keep the school open is be¬ 
cause she has a right, as a par¬ 
ent, to send her son to a school 
close to home and her son 
shouldn’t have to spend over 
an hour on the bus to get bused 
into Town. Ohlhausen also 
commented on how Carstairs 


school has an overflowing 
population as it is, so to send 
Midway students there would 
only add to the burden. 

“I have live here all my life. 
My parents lived here, my 
grandparents lived here... I just 
feel that if they close this school 
that I have lost the right to, as 
a parent, enroll my son in a pub¬ 
lic education system that works 
for him. 

Carstairs is full and overflow- 
ing - where would we send 
them? Our children, in going to 
school in Midway, are allowed to 
stay within their own area to go 
to school. And, I don’t think it 
makes a difference if you are 
from Midway or you’re from 
Carstairs. 

I think that as a Carstairs 
parent you would be devastated 
if they were going to close the 
Carstairs school and arrange to 
bus your children out at 7:15 in 
the morning and return them at 
4:30 at night. I don’t think this 
is just a Midway issue, I think 
this can be applied to any com¬ 
munity,” Ohlhausen said. 

The alternative program 
which the parents are calling, 
“Midway Academy of Prairie 
Studies - M.A.PS.” might not 
necessarily see the student 
population grow, but would see 
the school become more viable 
through other sources of in¬ 
come. 

One of the plans is to work 
with programs like Calgary’s, 
‘School on Site.’ What this pro¬ 
gram does is takes students out 
of the classroom, and for one 
entire week places them in a 
hands on learning environ¬ 
ment. 

Trish Savill, who was one of 
the guest speakers, explained 
that students who take part in 
this week long learning experi¬ 
ence benefit greatly. It takes the 
students from learning from a 
book, into learning about dif¬ 
ferent things ‘ hands on.’ 

What Ohlhausen and other 
parents would like to see is to 
have students bused out from 
urban centres, like Calgary, and 
they would take part in a week 
long agricultural study - based 
out of Midway School. 

“For an example, we will 
take the kids to an actual dairy 
farm and they would spend 
maybe a day or two days maybe 
three days there, and learn 
about the genetics, the feeding 
system, how the cows are 
milked,” 

Ohlhausen explained. “Then 


that milk, in turn, would be 
brought back to the school 
where we would have an ad¬ 
equate kitchen facility for them 
to make it into yogurt, cheese, 
pasteurized milk...so they would 
have an actual finished product. 
At the end of the week they 
would leave here with an abso¬ 
lute knowledge on how that 
product is made.” 

Part of bringing, a program 
of this magnitude on stream, 
would be to build a new school 
facility. And, not just a new 
school but a ‘Green School.’ 

Jorg-Dietram Ostrowski an 
architect with Autonomous and 
Sustainable Housing Inc. as well 
as Jason Whitfield of Rocky 
Mountain Environment Serv¬ 
ices, both explained how the 
school can become a “green” 
school and not so reliable on 
natural resources to heat and 
run their school. 

Both speakers explained how 
the school can become more 
self-reliant, by keeping more 
heat inside and relying less on 
resources like natural gas and 
electricity. 

Ostrowski explained that the 
school needs to have more win¬ 
dows to allow natural light to 
be let in, and cut down on the 
use of fluorescent lights. He 
also went on to explain that 
insulation needs to be used, 
such as hemp, straw, and other 
types rather than the tradi¬ 
tional insulation bought at 
hardware stores. By doing this 
it would then increase the 
amount of heat that is kept in¬ 
side the building, rather than 
escaping to the outside. 

Whitfield’s presentation was 
very similar, as he suggested 
building the structure using 
straw as insulation. By doing 
this it increases the insulation, 
and keeps the heat in the win¬ 
ter and keeps the building more 
cool in the summer. 

Whitfield explained that if this 
is used, the school would see a 
reduction to their heat bill by 
about forty to fifty per cent, at least 
- if not more. The cost is about 10 
per cent more than the traditional 
structure, but according to 
Whitfield it will pay itself off in 
about five years. 

“We are ultimately hoping, in 
our new school facility, to have 
children bused out from Calgary 
... and make this school the learn¬ 
ing centre iind from there they can 
be bused out to other schools,” 
Ohlhausen added

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polling overnight and deciding 
whether or not, and when, Ca¬ 
nadians have a right to exercise 
their most critical democratic 
rights. This is not the way it 
should be,” said Thompson. 

“Elections should be held 
based on the interests of the Ca¬ 
nadian people, not on the whim 
of the Prime Minister. 

The current power of the 
Prime Minister stands at the 
heart of the democratic deficit. 
It has even been criticized by 
many Liberal supporters includ¬ 
ing the Liberal government in 
BC,” stated Thompson. 

“The government that we 
have currently is operating in 
such a fashion that it is maxi¬ 
mizing its advantage of holding 
secret when the election date 
will come. I would say the big 
losers here, plain and simple are 
the Canadian people. Without 
the modernization of Parlia¬ 
ment, we will never get people 
back voting again,” concluded 
Thompson.

The Timeline 

The Midway parents have 
given CESD a response to a 
written request, asking 
them for a variety of things, 
which includes seeing their 
new facility built, by Sep¬ 
tember, 2005. 

“We want their (CESD) 
verbal support, their physi¬ 
cal support. We have got 
curriculum that needs to be 
planned. None of us are cur¬ 
riculum planners, we are 
just parents,” Ohlhausen 
said. 

The Province conducted 
an audit of all of their facili¬ 
ties owned by the govern¬ 
ment, which includes Mid¬ 
way School, and the small 
school scored an audit score 
of 880 out of 900. Alberta 
Infrastructure said, at the 
time, that anything with an 
audit score over 500 would 
be looked at for upgrades, 
or replacement. 

“We would like their help 
in some of the costs, be¬ 
cause Alberta Infrastructure 
was willing to put $550,000 
into this old building, so you 
would think therefore the 
money would still be avail¬ 
able for a (new) school. And, 
we would also like their sup¬ 
port for some of those really, 
really important details. 
And, if not we are going to 
go ahead without them,” 
Ohlhausen said. 

Ohlhausen explained that 
even if CESD doesn’t sup¬ 
port their idea that they will 
be going ahead, and looking 
into breaking off from the 
school division and running 
as a Chartered school. 

For now, Ohlhausen says, 
it’s just a waiting game to 
see if CESD responds within 
the 60-days asked of the par¬ 
ent committee, who are hop¬ 
ing the school board will 
support them in their mis¬ 
sion to start up M.A.P.S. 

CESD Vice-Chairman 
Stuart Little who was 
present at last Friday’s 
presentation to the commu¬ 
nity, says that he found the 
whole idea to be interesting 
but didn’t feel comfortable 
stating if he supported it 
completely. 

“This is a different ap¬ 
proach, and one that I feel 
is worth while, so I will defi¬ 
nitely be reporting back to 
the school board on what 
went on here,” Little said. 
“It’s really hard to say in 
support of what at this 
stage, because the proposal 
is fairly loose in the sense 
that they don’t have 
hardcore things that they 
are going to do. To me we 
are in the philosophical 
stage at this time and look¬ 
ing at different options 
which may be incorporated. 
But, the nity grity I don’t 
think anyone has dealt with 
in a serious way, and I don’t

think they are going to want 
to do it if they are going to 
be shot down with flames 
anyhow. So, to me I take 
this as a sounding board as 
to what the community is 
thinking, where they are 
aiming, and what they hope 
to achieve.” 

Little says that CESD is 
truly the largest rural 
school division in the Prov¬ 
ince, so they aren’t trying to 
be the “mean guys” if Mid¬ 
way was to ever be closed, 
but he says that they have 
to be the ones responsible 
for making the tough calls. 
He added, however, that he 
hopes Midway can remain 
open and feasible for genera¬ 
tions to come. 

“We really are, for the 
most part, committed to 
small schools. We believe in 
the fact that they are cen¬ 


tral to communities and we 
are very reluctant to close 
schools, quite frankly. So, 
we are tolerant to the point 
of accepting a small school 
for as long as we can, but if 
the community doesn’t sup¬ 
port it then we have to 
ask... (are we doing the 
right thing in keeping the 
school open)?” 

Little says that he will 
try to have Midway School 
addressed at the next board 
meeting, which is Wednes¬ 
day, May 12. Stewart, how¬ 
ever did, say that he doesn’t 
necessarily agree with the 
board being pressured into 
a 60-day decision. 

“To me we have three years 
to develop programs... and we 
can’t wait until the three years 
is almost up, but 60 days seems 
a little unrealistic to me at this 
time,” he said.

“It’s going to require some 
legal review,” Harvie said. 
“So, I believe the policy 
should be brought to the July 
meeting.” 

One of the “charge cards” 
stolen was a gas card, which 
Councillor Dave Derksen, 
pointed out you need a pin 
number to use.

The Ag. Society is pres¬ 
ently in the midst of con¬ 
struction for the new in¬ 
door riding arena and sta¬ 
bling barn on the Rodeo 
Grounds. 

“We are presently at the 
waiting point,” said Ag So¬ 
ciety president Craig 
Anderson. “We have most of 
the dirt work done, we are 
now waiting for the founda¬ 
tions to be put in.” 

On May 20 the new build¬ 
ing is to be shipped from 
Manitoba, and if the foun¬ 
dation is not ready the build¬ 
ing will be stored. 

“We are hoping the con¬ 
crete will be done by then,” 
said Anderson. “We will have 


to wait and see.” 

The goal is to have the in¬ 
door arena and the stabling 
barns ready this summer. 
The first event to be held in 
the new arena is the 
Didsbury Lighthorse Show 
which runs July 10th and 
11th. 

The arena will be built so 
an addition can be easily 
added on in the next few 
years. The barn will be 60 
by 100 feet, and it too will 
be built so an addition can 
be added in the future. 

The Lions Club is build¬ 
ing the concession, and they 
will run it at each event, 
collecting the profits for 
their Club. 

The grounds are located 
north of the schools, off the 


bypass road, highway 582, 
turn north onto range road 
2, then west on Twp Road 
31.04. 

“The County has been 
there the last few weeks do¬ 
ing the dirt work,” said 
Anderson. “Next week we 
will be trenching the water 
in, and cutting down trees 
for the power lines.” 

Prior to the new in-door 
grounds, the Didsbury 
arena was used for shows, 
and the old horse barns that 
were recently destroyed by 
fire, were used as the sta¬ 
bling barns. 

Other events that will be 
held at the grounds this 
summer is the 2nd annual 
Bull Busting on June 19th 
in the outdoor arena, and 


the Foothills Cowboy Asso¬ 
ciation Annual Fair and Ro¬ 
deo, which will be held on 
August 20th to 22nd. 

Eventually riding facili¬ 
ties and clinics, such as bar¬ 
rel racing and horseman¬ 
ship, will be held in the 
arena. 

“These things will be 
weather permitting until the 
arena is heated,” said Kim 
Pross, Ag society treasurer. 
“Then we will be able to of¬ 
fer affordable prices to local 
people.” 

The arena will also be 
available to rent. 

“We have been planning 
this for about four years,” 
Anderson. “It has been a de¬ 
sire to have these facilities 
since the Ag Society started 


almost 15 years ago.” 

The grand opening date 
will be announced at a later 
date. For any information 
about the Ag Society, you can 
visit their new website at 
didsburyagsociety.com. 

Presently they are running 
a raffle to raise money for 
their different projects. You 
can purchase a raffle ticket 
from any of the Society mem¬ 
bers for $20 each. 

“The money we raise goes 
towards any projects we do,” 
said Anderson. “The new 
building, the announcers 
booth, rodeo panels, power, 
anything and everything.” 

The raffle runs until Au¬ 
gust, but there will be an 
early bird draw on July 
19th.

It’s back, and better than ever! 
Plans for the 4th Annual Lions 
Club Soap Box Derby are 

underway and ready to roll - liter¬ 
ally- on Saturday, June 19th. 

The fun competition will once 
again be taking place on the top of 
the hill on the 582 ring road on the 
town’s north end. Entrants in the 
event come from communities 
spanning between Bowden to Cal¬ 
gary and range in age from 8-14 
years. 

“We put this on as an opportu¬ 
nity for families to come 
together...the kids are the heroes,” 
says one of the event’s Organizers, 
George Pieper. “It was really some¬ 
thing last year to see kids and par¬ 
ents working together both before 
and on the day of the competition.” 

Part of the fun of competing, 
however, is constructing the Soap 
Box car itself. This task, according 
to Pieper, can be as straightforward 
or as complicated as you care to 


make it. “All you need is the 
proper tools and a little bit of 
time. The kits come from Winni¬ 
peg, actually, and only require an 
additional half sheet of plywood 
once you purchase them. Some¬ 
body with previous experience in 
building these kinds of things 
should be able to put the whole 
thing together in about five 
hours or so,” explains Pieper. 
“The best thing is you can use 
the cars year after year...so long 
as you’re still between the ages 
of 8 and 14-years.” 

Providing the actual Soap Box 
car is no more than six feet long 
and three feet wide, Pieper goes 
on to explain, the design of your 
travelling vessel can be pretty 
much left to your imagination. “It 
can look like anything from a 
dragster to a baby carriage...” 

Featured again at the Derby 
this year are the new ramps the 
Lions custom-built for the com¬ 


ers and hot dogs, Carlson Wagonlit 
Travel for supplying the pop, and 
Didsbury Dry Cleaners and many 
other businesses around town for 
providing the T-Shirts each contest¬ 
ant gets with admission to the 
Derby. He would also like to thank 
Reimer International Inc. for help¬ 
ing provide the prize money and 
Grant Hemming for providing the 
sound system.

Don V Miss Tea Time this Wednesday 


This afternoon (Wednesday, May 
5th) staff and residents at the Dids¬ 
bury and District Health Services 
Auxiliary will gather for a Flor¬ 
ence Nightingale Tea from 2:00 
pm - 4:00 pm. 

It has become an annual tradi¬ 
tion that Marlene Pieper, Organ¬ 
izer and President of the DDHS 
Auxiliary says is important to up¬ 
hold. “The cost is just $2.00 and 
we use the proceeds from the Tea 
towards the care of those at the hos¬ 
pital.” In the past fundraising by 
the Auxiliary has gone towards the 
purchase of such things as kitchen 


supplies (includinga microwave) 
and recognition for Volunteens at 
the facility. 

Given the many contributions 
members of the Auxiliary have 
made to the hospital, the concept 
of holding a Tea that commemo¬ 
rates Florence Nightingale is 
adeptly fitting. 

The Nightingale legacy began 
in 1844 when - despite being born 
into a wealthy family and having 
no need to seek employment - she 
began visiting hospitals at home 
and abroad. In England and many 
other countries, nursing was then 


looked upon as a menial employ¬ 
ment requiring no special gifts or 
training. This did not, however, 
deter her and on October 14,1854, 
she sailed into a Turkish war zone 
to care for the sick and wounded 
despite resistance from military 
and medical authorities. Early in 
1855 the absence of proper sanita¬ 
tion in Scutari led to a severe out¬ 
break of cholera and typhus at the 
hospital. Largely as the result of 
Miss Nightingale’s influence with 
the war office in England, the sani¬ 
tary commissioners at Scutari were 
ordered to take the needed meas¬ 


ures, and conditions were vastly 
improved. 

Today, Florence Nightingale is 
remembered for her reform of hos¬ 
pitals and sanitation systems 
therein and, more importantly, for 
her efforts in changing the way oth¬ 
ers viewed the profession of nurs¬ 
ing. Soon after her return to Eng¬ 
land nursing became an "honoured 
calling”. In addition to lively con¬ 
versation, good tea, cake, and a valu¬ 
able glimpse back at history, the 
Florence Nightingale Tea is an ex¬ 
cellent opportunity to contribute 
to a worthy cause.

ing games, braiding hair and 
generally having fun together. 
The only real issue was the heat 
which sapped our strength so 
we walked slower, rested when 
we could and swam in the ocean 
(a 45 minute walk from our guest 
house and 10 minutes from the 
church) It seemed the teens really 
came alive about 10 pm just when 
us adults were ready to go to bed 
and then the clamorous village life 
began shortly after 5 am. 

There was a huge pig right 
under the girls’ window whose 
squealing and grunting woke 
them every morning. They were 
looking for pork chops on the 
menu but that pig is still there. 
We really enjoyed the Haitian 
food: rice and beans, mangoes, ba¬ 
nanas, plantains and fresh coco¬ 
nut. One day we trudged home af¬ 
ter a long hot morning of minis¬ 
try to find a cooler of COLD 


COKES - well, even the pigs 
couldn’t match the squeals of de¬ 
light then!! 

Taking peoples’ children on a 
trip like this is a big responsibil¬ 
ity; even the logistics of airport 
travel, line-ups for immigration, 
hanging onto passports etc. re¬ 
quires vigilance so we were re¬ 
lieved to deliver them back into 
their parents’ arms safely on our 
arrival back in Calgary on April 
20 . 

If you see any of us around, ask 
us about our trip. One of the hard¬ 
est things about a trip like this is 
the adjustment coming home and 
no one cares. These teens have 
been greatly impacted by their 
cross-cultural experience in Haiti; 
some are already saving their 
money to go back again. 

Thank you Didsbury. Thank 
you wonderful people of Grand 
Goave, Haiti.

The “Voice in Haiti” team 
from Chinook Winds Christian 
Centre, Didsbury had returned 
from Grand Goave, Haiti safe 
and sound and in high spirits 
(except for those who wanted 
to stay there). Thanks to the 
support of many people in this 
community through the vari¬ 
ous fund-raising venues pur¬ 
sued since the vision was con¬ 
ceived back in December, nine 
teens, ages 14-19 and 4 adults 
were able to leave on schedule 
April 7 for Haiti. Of course 
money alone could never have 
sent us; faith was required. 
Faith to trust that God would 
keep us safe. And He did. 

Personal security was actu¬ 
ally a complete non-issue on 
this trip. There was absolutely 
NO problem walking about in 
the town or the countryside. 
The only thing we lost was one 
volleyball which we planned to 
donate to the local youth any¬ 
way. The Haitians respected us, 
cared for us and were so thank¬ 
ful we came. 

To illustrate the openness in 
Haiti now, the local 
witchdoctor (yes, he is real) 
invited our team to come to his 
hut and share our Christian 
faith with him twice. He was 
not ready to turn from his old 
ways yet, but his wife and a 
friend were. They joyfully re¬ 
ceived Christ right there in 
front of him. One morning we 
were sharing with one person 
about the love of Jesus for him 
and someone quietly ap¬ 
proached us to ask us to come 
to their house because they 


were ready to accept Christ. 
This went on for 2 and 1/2 
hours until we wore out in the 
heat. The church we worked 
with was begun last July by 
former Haitian child slave, 
Marc Honorat and now has 
over 300 members, all of them 
new Christians. It’s a new day 
for Haiti after their 200 year 
history of witchcraft and op¬ 
pression. It’s as if the skies are 
open over this nation. How 
glad we are we didn’t stay back 
because of fear. We would have 
missed out on this incredible op¬ 
portunity to witness and be 
part of a new beginning for 
Haiti. All over the country 
Haitians are celebrating a new 


freedom. 

Since building materials 
were scarce since the revolu¬ 
tion, most of our time was 
spent in sharing our faith in 
personal evangelism, drama, 
children’s ministry and teach¬ 
ing and disciplining the new be¬ 
lievers. We had brought clothes 
etc. from home to give away so 
we purchased a large amount 
of rice and gave away these ne¬ 
cessities of life away to the 
area. So much more is needed. 

The teens made new friends 
amongst the Haitian youth and 
free evenings were spent on the 
porch and spilling over into the 
yard of our guest house learn¬ 
ing each other’s language, play-

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Murray Snyder’s bike tour 



Murray Snyder is a native Didsburian who is currently 
criss-crossing North America on a bicycle. He crossed 
Canada in the summers of 2002 and 03 and is now 
pedalling from the Gulf of Mexico to the Arctic Ocean 
- to be completed in 2005. The following is the latest 
instalment of an e-mail letter sent every week or two to 
an extensive list of family and friends. 


Hello, my friends! 

Well, finally the snow 
is gone and it’s time to 
get biking’ again. All win¬ 
ter I’ve been dreaming 
and planning this sum¬ 
mer’s tour. I had such a 
great time the last 2 sum¬ 
mers that there have been 
no second thoughts about 
going again. 

After completing the 
cross-Canada tour (7150 
kms) I realized it wasn’t 
terribly unique - 50 to 70 
people do it every year... 
and I wanted to do some¬ 
thing different. So I won¬ 
dered how many of those 
who’ve done the country 
west to east have also 
done it south to north. 
Probably not many, if any. 
So that’s my project for 
the next two summers: I’m 
cycling from the Gulf of 
Mexico (Corpus Christi, 
Texas) to the Arctic Ocean 
(Tuktoyaktuk, NWT). It’s 
about the same distance 
(ca. 6700 kms) and it 
should take me about 14 
weeks spread over 2 sum¬ 
mers. I’m too big to be very 
fast -1 average about 500 
a week. 

On April 26 my sis 
(Marilyn), Mom, and I left 
Didsbury to drive to 
Cuero, TX, where 
Marilyn’s daughter lives; 
about 100 kms from the 
Gulf of Mexico. That’s 
where I’m sending this 
from. I’ve never been to 
Texas before so I have all 
the obligatory tourist stuff 
to do - deep sea fishing, 
the Alamo - doing my best 
“Ugly Canadian” imper¬ 
sonation (Hawaiian shirt, 
pot belly, cowboy hat, 3 
cameras.) 

Then comes my much 
anticipated moment. My 
sis will drive me to Corpus 
Christi where I'll dip the 


back wheel of my bike 
into the Gulf. Why C.C.? 
Well I sing in a choir in 
Calgary called the “Cor¬ 
pus Christi Men’s Cho¬ 
rus” (Hi! to all the guys!). 

My route will take me 
straight north to Winnipeg 
thru 5 states and touch on 
3 others: Texas, Okla¬ 
homa, Kansas, Nebraska 
and Minnesota, plus Iowa 
and a day in N. & S. Da¬ 
kota. This first phase will 
be about 2600 kms. Then 
I’ll fly to Calgary (I’ve al¬ 
ready cycled between Win¬ 
nipeg and Calgary - no 
need to do it again). The 
reason I have to start so 


early this year is to avoid 
the severe summer heat of 
the Southern States. 

On June 22 (after a 
family reunion on Fa¬ 
ther’s Day) I’ll head north 
from Didsbury. My mini¬ 
mum goal for this summer 
is Dawson Creek (another 
900 kms); my ‘hoped for’ 
goal is Watson Lake (2000 
kms more); and my ‘dream 
goal’ is Whitehorse (2600 
kms. from Didsbury). 

Last year I had a good 
friend spend many hours 
preparing maps and many 
of you remarked that they 
were very helpful in fol¬ 
lowing along with the trip. 
Well he’s done it again, 
and they will be sent in a 
subsequent mailing. My 
suggestion would be that 
you print up a copy of each 
map and delete the compu¬ 
ter copy or they will jam up 
your mailbox. My thanks 
to Merv Strome for all his 
help. 

I had a great sendoff 
from Didsbury this year. 
On Monday morning I was 
invited to Westglen Mid¬ 
dle School and was able to 
share with them the chal¬ 
lenge of setting big goals, 
and how to fulfill them. 
The reception there was 
incredible - a special 
“Thank you!” to all the 
staff and students for a 
great morning. 

There are a lot of new 
readers of this travel jour¬ 
nal this year, so I’ll answer 
a few FAQ’s for them: 

-Are you going alone? 
Yep - sometimes I get to 
cycle with someone going 
my way for a few hours; 

- Where do you stay 
overnight? Usually I camp 
(I carry full camping gear) 
at a campground, or at a 
friendly farmer’s place, or 


sometimes I rough it. But 
I’m always looking for a 
good excuse to motel it 

(ahhh. a soft bed and 

a.c.). 

- Are you doing this for 
a charity? Nope -1 have no 
security for money on a 
bike; 

- Do you have any 
sponsors? I have one in¬ 
terested party; anyone 
else would sure be wel¬ 
come! 

- How far do you go in a 
day? About 80 - 110 kms - 
it depends on the hills, 
wind, heat, flat tires, etc. I 
need to take at least one 
day off each week (“Recov¬ 
ery Day” in cyclist’s 


lingo) to rest up and 
tinker with the bike; 

- What kind of bike do 
you have? I have a 
Cannondale touring bike. 
I carry four full bags (pan¬ 
niers); there’s also a rack 
over the back wheel for my 
tent, sleeping bag, etc. It 
has 27 gears and loaded 
weighs about 90 lbs. 
(without me!). 

- Do you ever have any 
bike problems? The first 
summer I had 20 flat tires 
- it was very demoralizing. 
Last summer the main 
problem was broken 
spokes. So this year I’m 
hauling 2 special tools 
along so that I can replace 


spokes myself. 

One feature of these let¬ 
ters the last 2 years that 
received much interest 
was “The Great Canadian 
Ditch Detritus Derby”, 
where I summarized the 
most unusual litter finds 
along the highways. Guess 
I’ll have to exchange “Ca¬ 
nadian” for “American” 
now — I wonder how 
much the findings will 
vary this year. 

I’d love to hear from you 
- your notes of encourage¬ 
ment have borne me thru 
many tough times.

QUESTION: I assume that you favor a highly 
structured curriculum that emphasizes the memori¬ 
zation of facts, which I consider to be a very low level 
of learning. We need to teach concepts to our kids 
and help them learn how to think — not just fill their 
heads with a bunch of details. 

DR. DOBSON: I agree that we want to teach con¬ 
cepts to students, but that does not occur in a vacuum. 
For example, we would like them to understand the con¬ 
cept of the solar system and how the planets are posi¬ 
tioned in rotation around the sun. How is that done? 

One way is for them to learn the distances between 
the heavenly bodies, i.e., the sun is 93 million miles 
from Earth, but the moon is only 240,000. The concept 
of relative positions is then understood from the fac¬ 
tual information. What I'm saying is that an under¬ 
standing of the right factual information can, and 
should, lead to conceptual learning. 

QUESTION: Our children are on their own now, and 
my husband and I are free to do some of the travel¬ 
ling we always planned to do when we got them 
through college. But lately I feel too tired even to 
keep the house clean, and too depressed to care about 
planning or doing anything extra. I'm only 46, yet 
some days I can hardly get out of bed in the morn¬ 
ing. I just want to put my head under the pillow and 
cry — for no reason at all. 

So why do I feel so terrible? My husband is trying to 
be patient, but this morning he growled, "You have eve¬ 
rything a woman could want. What do you have to be 
blue about?" Do you think I could be losing my mind? 

DR. DOBSON: I doubt if there is anything wrong 
with your mind. The symptoms you describe sound as 
if you may be entering menopause, and if so, your dis¬ 
comfort may be caused by the hormonal imbalance that 
accompanies glandular upheaval. I suggest that you 
make an appointment to see a gynaecologist or other 
physician in the next few days. A doctor can help you. 

QUESTION: I've talked and talked to my husband 
about how I'm different from him and how I need him 
to be sensitive to my needs. Somehow, he just doesn't 
"hear" it. I've also gotten mad at him about a hundred 
times. How can I get my feelings across to him? 

DR. DOBSON: One very effective way to express 
your feelings is to paint a word picture. My good 
friends, Gary Smalley and Dr. John Trent, described 
this technique in their book, "The Language of Love." 
In it, Gary told a story about how his wife, Norma, was 
very frustrated with him. Gary would come home from 
work and clam up. He had nothing to say all evening. 

Finally, Norma told him a story about a man who 
went to breakfast with some friends. He ate a big meal 
and then he gathered up some crumbs and put them 
in a bag. Then he went to lunch with some business 
associates and ate a big steak. Again, he put a few 
crumbs in a doggie bag to take with him. When he came 
home that night, he handed his wife the little bag of 
leftovers. 

"That’s what you are doing to me,” said Norma. "All 
day the children and I wait to talk with you when you 
get home. But you don’t share yourself with us. After 
being gone all day, you hand us a doggie bag and turn 
on the television set." 

Gary said hearing that story was like being hit with 
a two-by-four. He apologized and began to work on open¬ 
ing himself to his wife and his family. Try creating a 
graphic word picture to communicate your needs to 
your husband. It is far more effective at getting mas¬ 
culine attention than a torrent of hostile comments.

Further, the story would seem 
to suggest that Dougan used the 
money for the job in Olds to fund 
‘another job’ which through cor¬ 
relation, when reading the story, 
would seem to lead the reader to 
believe the other job being re¬ 
ferred to was the new carwash be¬ 
ing constructed in Didsbury 
(Wander Wash). We, the building 
contractor (Quantum Building & 
Design Inc. - Ironwood Building 
Systems) and Cory & Paula 
Campbell (owner’s of Wander 
Wctsh) take very strong exception 
with what we feel to be falsely 
implied accusations contained in 
the story. 

Firstly, our contract with Wan¬ 
der Wash set out progress pay¬ 
ments becoming due upon com¬ 
pletion of various stages of the 
work, and we invariably received 
prompt payment from Wander 
Wash upon presentation of our 
progress reports. Secondly, we 
had a contract with Lee Dougan/ 
Under the Sun Contracting to 
construct the building shell, also 
with pre-determined progress 
payments which we promptly 
paid to Under The Sun Contract¬ 
ing as they became due. In fact, 
on one occasion Under The Sun 
Contracting/Lee Dougan was ad¬ 
vanced monies over and above the 
agreed progress amount because 
of a hardship story conveyed by 
Dougan, and as referred to in the 
newspaper story, probably not dis¬ 
similar to those experienced by 
the couple in Olds. 

We slowly became painfully 
aware of the sobering fact that 
‘Under The Sun Contracting’ 
had not been paying many of it’s 
suppliers and trades, and also that 
employees of ‘Under The Sun 
Contracting’ were also not being 
paid. Steps were taken at that 
time to terminate our contract 
with ‘Under The Sun Contract¬ 
ing’, but unfortunately, as we are 
continuing to discover, the ensu¬ 
ing financial and emotional car¬ 
nage left in the wake of ‘Under 
The Sun Contracting’ is far more 
significant than was at first an¬ 
ticipated. The cost of finishing 
and repairing the work that‘Un¬ 
der The Sun Contracting’ was 
contracted to do, is in itself a 
somber amount. 


We are of the opinion the ‘Un¬ 
der The Sun Contracting’ not 
only defaulted on it’s contract 
with us (Quantum Building & 
Design Inc.) but appears to be in 
default of it’s obligations to many 
suppliers, vendors, and employ¬ 
ees, and as a result the matter en¬ 
tered the legal arena. WE of 
Quantum Building & Design Inc. 
are working together with Cory 
& Paula of Wander Wash in an 
attempt to resolve this issue with 
those involved as amicably as is 
reasonably possible. We under¬ 


stand that many innocent parties 
have been negatively impacted, 
not only in a monetary sense, but 
by the publicity that has been at¬ 
tracted to this project. We ask 
your understanding in this mat¬ 
ter, and trust Wander Wash and 
ourselves can continue to look for¬ 
ward to continued community 
cooperation and support as we 
strive to reach a conclusion un¬ 
der the current circumstances.
